FATIMAS WHO DON'T EAT Ml CH 


Only 125 per centum of the fat people write me 


about it are bis eaters—in their own estimation. 


At least 0.04 per centum of these are. right. 
AVhat's the use of calorie?; if people persist in 


gulping 'em down without counting the cost, just 
as they do liver pills? 


An adult of average size sitting around requires 


J.500 calories of nourishment daily to maintain his 
normal metabolism and weight. As a general rule, 
however, he is more generous to himself and con- 
sumes perhaps an additional 1.000 calories oach day, 
n ono form or another, a few nick-nacks and the 
gainful, scientific truth is that the extra thousand 
calories, taken in the form of 10 figs, or a couple 
lielpings of rnincc pie, or half a pound of walnut 
fudge or peanut brittle, or two chocolate nut sundaes 
will supply the superfluous thousand calories. It is 
easy for a light nibbler to gnik gnak his way into 
tho unloved class. 


Of course one may eat his ca.kc and burn it too. 


An adult of average size may get away with 3,000 
calories daily if he will eet off his seat now and 
then and stir about some—say two miles three 
times a day. 
In fact there is just about 1.000 ca- 


lories difference in the daily combustion or metabo- 
lism of the amateur or professional long distance 
sitter and the careful ceek who absorbs not less than 
four miles of oxygen on the hoof. Countless busi- 
ness men and women in business have shortened 
their lives, alienated the affections of their once 
loved ones, and worn out powerfully built chairs 
sitting around wishing somebody would invent a 
machine to inject the saving oxygen into the meta- 
.lolism. But somebody won't.

I'm going to say about the harm done the human 
race by carbohydrates a good substantial share of 
ho folk who read this column with one eye and 
IIP latest scandal with the other will shudder at 
he thought of sugar on their oatmeal or syrup 
on their pancakes.

\Yhcn the. diet is particularly 


planned to limit the intake of salt to half a tea- 
spoonful daily, there is usually a corresponding 
reduction in body weight dti° to retention of a 
smaller proportion of water in the body tissues. 


Grape Seeds 


Please tell m<" whether eating grape se^ds causes 


appendicitis.—(Mrs. <"'. R.) 


Answer—No. 
It rather tc-nds to prevent appen- 


dicitis. 
Seed like masses somrtimes found in the 


appendix at operation, and in rare cases even fruit 
seeds, am there as a result nf disease, not as a 
caus*>. The, lumen of the normal or healthy append- 
ix is closed and nothing can enter it. 


Whooping Cough 


Is khooping cough contagious and can you carry 


it in your clothes to another person?—tit. N.) 


Answer—It is communicable in the same way 


that measles and diptheria are spread, through the 
fine spray given off from nose and mouth when the 
patient talks or laughs—the spray carries not. over 
five tf-l then—or while sneezing or coughing with- 
out covering nose, and mouth, when the, spra,y car- 
ries ten feet. It is doubtful whether a third person 
can be infected by a carrier; but if you happen 
to be coming down with the disease yourself, you 
ma.y infect another person before you become frank- 
ly ill. .

And 
they like to add to the reproofs to the 
old world some evidence of the ideal- 
ism which reigns in the States. But 
in the future, such remarks probably 
will not make much impression in 
Europe. 
For with the new customs 


tariff America marches undoubtedly 
at the head of the most insane econ- 
omic policy of our times. 


"How is the situation? 
It is like 


this: 
Europe owes America 15 bil- 


lion dollars, and the States are de- 
manding the money on the table with 
increasing impatience. 
But how is 


this possible? Debts can be paid in 
gold, goods, or services. There is very 
little gold in Europe. America has al- 
ready collected the greater part of it 
and does not wa-nt any more. 
But 


America does not want goods either, 
and with regard to the so-called serv- 
ices the situation is such that the 
States policy ends to having all goods 
either to, or from, Amerjcn, transport- 
ed in ships built in the United States. 


"In other words, America's econ- 


omic policy" is inventing all sorts of 
ways to isolate the land and to make 
it impossible for Europe to pay her 
lebts. 
This is an incomprehensible 


policy, the 
unfortunate 
effects of 


which' in relation to the economic and 
commercial situation, are certain. Is 
it not time that Europe started a 
European policy? No longer to fol- 
low the exhortations from the other 
side of the Atlantic, hut to join in 
united defense against attacks from 
U. S. A."
